A DAY OF FUNERALS, 


Victims of the Lake Pepin Disas- 
ter Carried to Stricken 
Homes. 


The Work of Searching For Bodies 
Continued by the Militia, 


— 


No Bodies Recovered Up to Noon To- Day 
Sad Scenes and Hundreds of Aching 
Heartsin Red Wing—Dynamite Used to 
Bring Bodies to the Surface—The Num 
ber of Victims Not Defiaitely Known and 
Still Estimated—The Captain of the Sea- 
wing and His Crew Accused of Being 
Drunk—Explanation of the Lecking Up 
of the Passengers—Further Details of the 
Terrible Cyclone, 


LAKE City, Minn., July 15.—It now appears 
that the cabin doors of the Seawing, the 
steamer capsized Sunday night in Lake Pepin, 
were locked during the storm and that a large 
number of passengers were confined there 
whenthe boat went over. Who locked the 
doors or why they were locked are questions 
asked by everyone and answered by no one. 
The heavier part of the windstorm was pre- 
ceded by a heavy fali of hail, so heavy a fall 
that the passengers were compelled to take 
shelterinthecabin andthen the doors were 
locked. The steamer was a small stern- 
wheeler with one cabin over her boiler-deck, 
She towed an open flat-bottomed barge. Most 
of the passengers who were on the barge 
escaped, while the occupants of the Seawing’s 
cabin were all drowned. 

Lake Pepin is only an expansion of the 
Mississippi River from Wabasha to Red Wing, 
thirty miles, and is on an average three miles 
wide. Lake City is at the widest point, and is 
on the lake’s west bank. Camp Lakeview is 
on a bluff near Lake City, and there the First 
Regiment National Guards of Minnesota is en- 
camped. The Seawing had takena party of 
Red Wing excursionists to Camp Lakeview, 
and was returning with them when over- 
turned by the wind. 

CAPT. WEATHERN BLAMED. 

Capt, Weathern, the owner of the boat, who 
was in command, is blamed for starting away 
from the camp with the storm gathering. 
Pepin has always been a dangerous bit of 
water in a storm, and many disasters 
bave occurred on it. The Captain is 
in no condition to defend bimeelf, 
His wife and two oftheir three children were 
on the Seawing and were drowned. The Cap- 
tain does not know how he escaped. His boat 
was greatly damaged by the accident and was 
late yesterday pulled apart by tugs to release 
bodies. Capt. Wenathern protested against 
the destruction of his boat, but was silenced 
by Adjutant-General Mullen of the State 
militia, Who was superintending the wreck- 
ing. The Adjutant-General has had the 


First Regiment detailed to assist In the re- 
covery of bodies, and the work has been 
— wy without intermission. It is not yet 

nown exactly how many persons were lost. 
An estimate places the total number of excur- 
sionisgs at 207, Of these eighty-one are known 
to be Saved. There are not accounted for then 
126. Capt. Weathern can not just now give 
any figures or verify the estimate of the num- 
ber of passengers. 

John Berkey, who has a summer residence 
on Lake Pepin between Camp Lakeview and 
Lake City, got up steam in his launch as soon 
as he heard of the disaster and went to the. 
scene. He ran backward and forward about 
the wreck until daylight rescuing passengers, 
and succeeded in saving a number of lives. 

SEARCHING FOR BODIES. 

The lake shore was made to reverberate 
this morning withthe thunder of dynam ite, 
which was brought into requisition in the 
hope that it would be of help in bringing some 
ot the as yet unrecovered bodies to the sur- 
face. The country people who drove in from 
all directions yesterday were ain on hand 
this morning, and residents of this place were 
also there at an early hour watching the 
workers. The military guard was 
kept up all night at the beach, 
and they kept back the spectators to-day 
as they had done yesterday. The smiling sky 
in no way reminded one of the great horror 
that had come upon this whole section of the 
State. Goodhue County, of which Redwing 
is the county seat, reaches to the edge of Lake 
County and the disaster occurred in the limits 
ofthat county. This fact and the residenee 
of most ofthe victims at Red Wing was what 
took the bodles to that city at once, the Cor- 
oner there taking charge of them at once and 
. oe pe them for the inquest, which will be 

egun to-day. 

A SENSATIONAL INCIDENT. 

Nothing new has developed along the lake 
shore, no bodies having been recovered up to 
noon, although dynamite was used vigorously 
and generally under the direction of Gen. 
Mullen, who bad Capt. Peter Berkey's steam 

acht as headquarters. A close watch ve 

ept up along tne shore, but nothing w 
found. It is probable that no 
more bodies will be found for two or three 
days. and the hopeat Lake City is that not 
over a dozen more are in the lake, but at Red 
Wing the number has been placed attwoor 
three times that number. Capt. Wethern, 
who has not been seen since yesterday noosa, 
told a citizen of Red Wing that the number on 
board at the time of the disaster would not 
exceed 170. The Red Wing man was 
very much excited, denied the Captain’s 
figures as over thirty below the truth, and 
accased both Captain and crew of being drunk 
and unfit to have charge of a boat at such @ 
time. The meeting was, of course, soon 
known about town and will in part explain 


+ the charge of drunkenness that has en 


made. Still, there is no proof o such a state 
of affairs. There were those on the barge 
among the passengers who had been drinkin 
and whose actions drove the women and cbil- 
dren to the cabin, and this fact may be 
another ground for the rumor. 

THE LOCKED CABIN. . 

Another rumor that caused great indignea- 
tlou was that which accused the Captain of 
ordering the cabin door locked and keepin 
the people inside. The Captain was dlam 
for penning the people up where death was 
sure to come. Miss Aguie Batron of Lake Olty, | 
who was one of those who were rescued 
from the barge when it drifted near 
shore, says all the women and children were 
ordered into the cabin from the barge. It 
would bea natural thing for the Captain to 
do this, as it was intensely dark and the rain 
and hall that were falling made it extremely 
disagreeable to remain on the b 
the mercy of the elements.

TWO FETES IN ONE. 


Elaborate Preparations for the 
Celebration of Belgian 
Independence. 


A Grand Pageant in Honor of 
King and Country. 


The Salisbury Government to Adhere to the 
Proposal for a November Sitting of Par- 
liament — Chauncey M. Depew Enter- 
tained by English Royalty—A Nibilist’s 
Complaint —Brazil’s National Fete— 
Sheffield Workmen Pretest Against the 
MoKialey Bill—Foreiga News. 


Lonpon, July 15.—The ten days’ fete at 
Brussels in honor of the sixtieth anniversary 
of Belgian independence and the twenty-filth 
year of King Leopold's reign, Commences on 
the Loth instant, with the unmyelling by the 
Burgomaster of several statues which com- 
plete the historical decorations of the 
Sablons Square between the old 
palace of the Arenbergs and the still older 
Sablon Church. The pageant on that occa- 
sion is to cost some £12,000, and represent the 
‘*glories of the sixteenth century.“ It has 
been designed by Gustave Den Duyts, the 
well-known painter, whose ‘‘Pacification 
of Ghent procession excited so much 
attention some years ago. He is 
assisted by MM. Julian Dellens and John 
Baes, and the five allegorical oars are to be 
surrounded by 1,000 persons in Renaissance 
costumes. The whole of the Belgain royal fami- 
ly assembles at Brussels on the 19th and 
many royal visitors are expected atthe pal- 
ace. 


The Mckinley Bill, 


SHEFFIELD, July 15.—Twelve thousand 
workingmen met here last night to protest 
against the tariff as fixed by the McKinley bill. 
The Mayor presided, and letters were 
read from the borough members 
of Parliament expressing sy™apathy. The 
Master Cutter moved a resolution protesting 
against a probibitory tariff being placed on 
British goods by the American Congress while 
American goods were admitted into England 
free. The British Government was called 
on to point out to President Harrison that the 
proposed bill was regarded as bostile and un- 
fair. The Master Cutter said the tariff was 
fixed to aid personal ends and from political 
motives. England had a great love 
for America, and nothing ought 
to be done to cause bad feeling between 
the inhabitants of the two countries, who 
spoke the same language and belonged to the 
same race. He did not believe 
the bill was popular among 
the American people. The President 
of the Chamber of Commerce seconded the 
resolution, which was agreed to amid much 
cheering. A proposition favoring a measure 
of retaliation was declared out of order.

LONDON, July 15.—A number of prominent 
Americans were present at a garden reception 
atthe Marlborough House yesterday to meet 
the Queen and Prince of Wales. There were 
Mr. and Mrs. Chauncey Depew, Mre. Marshall 
Roberts, Miss Leiter, Minister Lincoln and 
others. Mr. Depew was in unusually 
good spirits, having met the Queen for the 
Arst time.

The Fert de France Fire. 


PORTLAND, Me., July 15.—J. H. Hamien & 
Son ef this city have received a letter from 
their representative at St. Pierre, Martinique, 
dated June 27, and giving later particulars of 
the great disaster at Fort La Fayette. The 
fire began about 7:30 a. m., June 2,\spread 
rapidiy before a high wind, by 
the following moraing had 
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Levassor. More than seventeen hundred 
buildings were destroyed, and, with the ex- 
ception of avery small portion, the antique 
city of Fort de France isinruins. Many peo- 
ple perished and twenty-five bodies bave 
deen recovered. Three-quarters. of the 
thickly populated area of the city was de- 
stroyed and seven-eighths of the people; 
numbering from six to seven thousand, are 
homeless. The demand made upon the 
charity ot those who are spared has reduced 
them to almost the same state of destitution. 
Help must be Bad Immediately or the distress 
at Fort de France will become absolute 
starvation,

CHANCES OF ASTKIKE IN THE SOUTHERN 
ILLINOI$ DISTRICT. 


The Operators Decline to Recognize the 
Scale of Wages Agreed Te at the Celum- 
bus Interstate Convention—East 5t. 
Louis and Belleville News and Gossip. 


There is every prospect of trouble in the 
Southern Illinois coal district though to what 
extent can at present be only surmised. A 
convention of operators and miners was re- 
cently held in East St. Louis, or more cor- 
rectly speaking, such a convention was 
called. Miners’ delegates attended in large 
numbers, but very little business was trans- 
acted owing to the important fact that the 
operators were not represented. The Twelfth 
District United Mine Workers of America then 
called a joint convention to be held on the 
22d of July, the object being to agroe toa 
scale of wages for the ensuing year, such 
scale to be the one recently fixed atthe con- 
vention at Columbus, 0. After issuing the 
call President William Scaife of Coal City and 
Secretary Ebenezer Howells of Springfield 
took steps. to secure a good attendance of 
operators as well as of operatives. To their 
surprise and regret they found that it would 
be impossible to get anything like a repre- 
sentation of operators atthe convention. So 


tar as they could learn there had been no con- 
certed action nor meeting, but the bosses 
generally ignored the convention and stated 
that they should not attend 16. A general 
inquiry among the operators showing that this 
was the case the chairman of the Twefth Dis- 
trict yesterday issued a notice postponing in- 
definitely the proposed convention. This leaves 
matters in a somewhat unsettied condition 
and as the operators say they will neither at- 
tend the convention, if held, nor recognize the 
result of the Columbus Convention, it is 
more than probable that there will be a strike 
before the summer is over. 
A TRICK SUSPECTED. 

The Columbus Convention was attended by 
operatives and mine workers from the various 
coal districts of Ohio, Indiana and lilinois, 
but Southern Illinols was very meagerly rep- 
resented, as the object of the meeting was 
generally suspected. A ecalie of prices for 
mining was agreed to for a year and 
there was a great deal said about 
harmony and uniformity in prices; but the 
Southern llinois operators contend that the 
real object of the scale was to keep their coal 
out ofthe Chicago, Minneapolis and North- 
western markets. The difference in freight 
rates is very great aud, of course, entirely to 
the prejudice of the Southern IIIinois men. 
If, therefore, the same wages are paid 
throughout the entire territory, it is 
quite easy for the more northern mines 
to fix 4 selling price scale 80 
low that the Southern men could not possibly 
duplicate it. Theonly chance the operatives 
in the Southern portion of the State have is to 
get their coal mined more cheaply than their 
competitors, and thus offsetthe difference in 
freight. They claim they can do this without 
Injustice to the men, as the seams are thicker, 
and machines can be used more readily. Some 
of them even gosofar as to say that more 
money can be made in Southern Illinois: at 
current wages than in. other mines with 
thinner veins of coal at the 

roposed Columbus scale which is higher.

THE POLICE RECOUNT, 


Superintendent of the Census Porter Says it 
Will Go te St. Leuis’ Credit. 


Fy Telegraph to the Fosr-Dur res. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 15.—Owitng to 
the failure of Supt. Porter of the census to 
reach the city yesterday afternoon in season 
to give the St. Louis Census Commission a 
hearing by special arrangement, Messrs. 
Leverett Bell and J. B. Case had 
an interview with the Superintendent this 


morning, which consumed most of the fore 
part of the day. The books containing the 
police enumeration were piled upon the cén- 
tor-table in Supt. Porter’s private office, and 
ashe stood, attired in a linen jacket and 
working a palmleat fan he said: 

„Well, there are the returns as made by the 
St. Louis police. I am going to set a 
lot of clerks to work right away who will 
compare the names with the enumerators 
with a view of ascertaining how many of them 
were not eaumerated.’’ 

Such of them as have not been enumerated 
already you will then allow to go to the credit 
of St. Louis, wlil you not, Mr. Porter?“ was 
asked. 

The Superintendent intimated that omis- 
sions would be allowed to be added. He also 
sald that the St. Louis delegation wanted a 
recount, 

Messre. Bell and Case were called upon. 
They were penning a telegram to the St. Louis 
committee and brightened up when 
informed by the PosT- DISPATCH that 85uperina- 
tendent Porter had intimated that all omis- 
sions found in the official enumeration 
would, as ascertained by the police 
census, be credited to the count. 
That mucn the commission had 
not learned. The comparison of the police 
returns is now going on, and will be com- 
pleted dy day after to-morrow. In the mean- 
time Messrs. Bell and Case will remain here 
to getthe returus and the official decision 
of the Superintendent. Mr. Bell said that 
if the Omission were allowed to be added that 
was all that St. Louis would ask. While with 
Supt. Porter, he read a telegram from 
one of the oldest pecelal agents 
in the business, Agent Leland of New Or- 
leans whom he said was a good Democrat. In 
his dispatch Mr. Leland disputed all com- 
plaints from New Orleans, and referred to 
them as the old time stereotyped complaints, 


STILL COMING IN, 


Reperts of Census Omissions as Numerous 
as Ever. 


Telegrams from Washington indicate that 
the authorities will certainly order a recount 
in some, it not lu all the St. Louis districts. 
The committee which represents the city in 
Washington bas not asked, and will not ask, 
for a partial recount, because the police in- 
vestigations have shown that the enumera- 
tion throughout the entire city has been im- 
perfect and short of the actual population. 
No perfect districts have been dis- 
covered, though some few have deen 


found where the work was fairly well 
done. The police reports cover the entire 
city, for the police went into every enumera- 
tion district, and in every one discovered 
omissions. It will not be fair to order an 
enumeration in some of these districts, for 
even after this has been done St Louis will 
be deprived of a portion of her population 
according to the census. Secret Frank bas 
received individual reports of close om to 
1,000 omissions since the committee left, and 
they are continuing to come in every mall. 
They will be forwarded each night to 
Washington to be added to the list the com- 
mittee has there. Mr. Bell and Mr. Case have 
called upon the Seeretary of the Interior and 
the dispstches announce that this morning 
they presonted the police books to the Super- 
intendentofthe census, witha request that 
they be compared with the sohedules.

A NATIONAL BOSS SYSTEM. 


The campaign ‘now going forward in 
Pennsylyania is a picture in little of 
future national campaigns under the 
operation of the Federal election bill. 
Corporations, cash and coercion are the 
alliteratlve trinity which now dominates 
politics in Pennsylvania, and it is to bring 
into effective use those three instru- 
ments of latter-day Republicanism that 
the force bill was framed. With them 
the Republican party carried the election 
of 1888, and its leaders know that without 
them in still fuller measure it cannot 
carry the election of 1892. Having 
demonstrated in the McKinley bill their 
willingness to serve the protected inter- 
ests, they are now engaged in a desperate 
effort to demonstrate their ability to do 
so. Legislation which will enable them 
to do their own counting and returning is 
absolutely necessary. 

The Federal election bill is an 
attempt to nationalize the Pennsyl- 
yania idea. It is an attempt to perpetuate 
in national politics methods which, since 
the rise of Simon CAMERON, have been 
peculiarly characteristic of the Keystone 
State. There have been many State and 
city bosses, who, perhaps holding no 
office themselves have yet been absolute 
autocrats. Nowhere else has the boss sys- 
tem been brought to such perfection as in 
Pennsylvania. M. S. QuAyY was trained in 
the Cameron school, and, bettering the in- 
struction, has extended his influence over 
national affairs and to-day practically di- 
rects the policy of his party. Heis in 
national what TWEED was in municipal 
politics. It is to confirm him and his 
creatures in power that the force bill is 
designed. Itis to perfect and perpetuate 
a national boss system that United States 
Judges will be compelled to participate in 
elections, and, like the Pennsylvania 
State courts, play the lackey to the na- 
tional boss.

POLICY AND PRINCIPLE. 

The depth of sophism and depravity to 
which a venal press will descend is illus- 
trated by an article in the New Orleans 
Times-Democrat in which an attack is 
made upon Gov. NICHOLLS for his veto of 
the lottery bill, on the ground that it will 
deprive the State of the $2,000,000 which 
Morais, the lottery leader, offered to ad- 
vance in case the lottery amendment 
were submitted to the people. 

Aside from a contemptuous reference 
to the opposition to the lottery biilasa 
„moral fad” and an attempt to discredit 
the motives of the Governor and the 
“Antis,” by la,ing their conduct to a 
desire for  self-glorification, there is 
nothing in the article which would 
lead the reader to believe that the 
“ction of the Governor was wrong. It 
does not enter into the merits of the lot- 
tery franchise question or deny the right- 
eousness of the Goveinor’s position. It 
merely criticises his veto of the bill be- 
cause it deprives the people of $2,000,000, 
and therefore threatens the Governor 
with unpopularity. 

Reduced to essentials the attitude of the 
Times-Democrat is that no principle of 
right or scruple of conscience should deter 
an official from doing a popular thing or 
should lead him to stand in the way of an 
acquisition of ready money for the State. 
Even if the Governor did consider the lot- 
tery bill iniquitous, degrading, corrupt- 
ing and, in the end, sure to bring disaster 
to the Commonwealth, he should stifle 
his judgment and sense of duty in order 
to tickle the populace and make himself 
and his party solid with the voters. 

This wretched and venal sophistry which 
represents the penny principles of a sal- 
able newspaper would not be worth notic- 
ing did it not also represent a tendency 
too frequently exhibited to place personal 
and party success, the acquisition of 
wealth, power, official honor or emolument 
above duty and the exercise of individual 
conscience and judgment. It is found in 
the demagogism of politicians and slavish 
obedience to the dictates of partisan 
leaders. Itis often expressed in the de- 
nunciation of men who rise above party 
or personal considerations to the courage 
of their convictions. . 

Fortunately this tendency and its penny- 
wise platform,find no response m the 
sound mass of American citizens. They 
recognize the value of men of the Nicholls 
stamp, and are more and more incfined 
to honor honest independence in news- 
papers and political leaders.

THE CITY CONTRACTS FOR PUBLIC PRINT- 
ING STILL UNAWARDED- 


Over a Month Has Been Wasted and Neth- 
ing Done Toward a Reletting—$300,000 
Worth of Pomps—Mr. Guthrie Win be 
Bewled Over Again Teo-Night—The Coun- 
onl aad House—Mauniocipal Matters. 


The manner in which the contract for the 
city printing is not being attended to scems 
somewhat unusual, but the three city officials 
who have divided the matter up between 
them do not seem in the least aisturbed over 
the fact that the legal contracts expired over 
„ month ago and that the printing is still be- 
ing done under the old contracts. Register 
Wherry has repeatedly referred the question 
to the Mayor, and he finally got it to the City 


Oounselor for ah opinion. It has not been heard 
from since, and now, because of Mr. Beil’s 
absence from the city, may not be attended to 
for some time . come, The Mayor’s office 
seems to attach but little importance to the 
matter, having lost the Register’s first com- 
Munication in some inexplicable manner. 
According to Mayor Noonan it was misiaid 
somewhere. 
On the 4th of June the contracts expired and 
new bids were received. A paper run by re- 
udiated labor leaders was the lowest bidder. 
he Oouncil approved the contract in due 
form, but the paper failed in making the final 
terms of theircontract. 60 the paper holding 
last year’s contract continued to do the print- 
ing and is still doing it. Register Wherry 
notified the Mayor of the fact that the publish- 
ers given the contract had failed 
Sign the pavers ard asked for 
an opinion from the City Oounsellor. 
Nearly a month passed before anything more 
was Gone. Then the Register sent another 
couimunication and was given a verbal reply 
to the effect that the matter had beén sent to 
the City Counsellor for an opinion. In any 
event new bids cannot be obtained in less 
than ten days as that length of time is re- 
quired for advertising the ietting, allowing 
two days before Mr. Bell gete back and one 
Gay for the opjmion. It is probable that the 
Counsel will b@on a vacation by the time the 
new contracts are ready. Under such circum- 
stances the new contracts cannot be approved 
and no work done under them until along in 
the fall. Whether the procrastination is in- 
tentional or oot remains an open question. 


A Big Centract. 


The Board of Public Improvements held a 
regular meeting this morning at 10 o'clock, 
but did no business of importance and took a 
recess until 12 o'clock to open bids for pumps 


atthe new Water-works and for granitoid and 
macadam for the Street Department. 

The pumps are estimated to cost abont 
$850,000 and will have acapacity of 2,000,000 
gallons a day each, It will require about two 
years to make the machines, and when com- 
pleted yd will be pat in the new pumping 
station at the Chain of Rocks. 

The pump lettings to-day are out ofthe 
usual order of city contracts and are of great 
importance, both to the city and to the bid- 
Gers themselves. The city calle for bids 
which will specify both the price and the 
pian ofthe mathine, each bidder being re- 
quired to submit detail drawings of the ma 
chine proposed. It is the custom usually fer 
the city to make the plans of the work to be 
done and then call for bids upon the work, 
but in this case it was thought that better 
results could be had if the plans 
and designs were rade by those 
whose whole time was devoted to the con- 
struction of “go machinery. Represen- 
tatives of the Werthington Co, of New York 
and of the Holly Co. of Lockport, N. Y., were 
present at the meeting to-day, having come 
especially for the purpose of making bids.

There is no established rule 
for the location of the poles, Dut generally the 
property-holders are considered. It is néc- 
essary in the Oret piaee to have the poles 
located at almost regular intervals, because 
the posts cannet carry mere then a cer- 
tain length of wire. On the other 
hand an effort is made in the majority of cases 
to get the poles on the line dividing the prop- 
erty. These property lines do not conform on 
both sides of the street in all cases, so that it 
throws the poles out of LUme occasionaliy. 
When such a case is encountered the street 
rallway people quietiy change the location 
ofthe pole and put itifin anew piace, then 
there isafight.

horses that are bred here and allowed to pass 
the first year of their life in the districts ad- 


jacent to the Mississippi and are then sent to 


the Western plateaux will prove far better in 
every respect than thosethat are matured at 
alow altitude and fed om the best of dlue 
grass. This is nota mere matter of opinion 
or influence, but is the result of a carefal 
ecrles ofexperiments. In the enterprise now 
on foot a number of scientific 
horsemen are encaged who have 
considered the subject from every 
standpoint. The ideaat first advanced was 
to breed our horses from fine Kentucky or 
Missouri stock on the Western ranges, but ex- 
perience has proved that this plan seldom 


leads to the best results. 
EASTERN BRED HORSES PREFERRED. 

**Why it is it would be difficult to say but the 
fact remains thatthe horses bred from East- 
ern stock that spend their first winter at hien 
altitudes and ina climate characterized by 
occasional periods of excessive cold do not 
turn out nearly as well as those bred on the 
farms. They lack sige and strength and the 
losses amone the coits are very heavy. 
There are some exceptions tothis rule but 
as a general thing the offspring of fine East- 
ern horses that spend their first year inthe 
West are, as yearlings, distinctly inferior to 
yearlings raised on Eastern farms. They 
probably need the shelter, and the corn and 
oats to bulld up flesh and give them a start. 
If they miss this they never seem to regain 
the lost ground. 

‘Our experiment in breeding may be saia to 
have been a decided failure. But in another 
direction the ideas that were conceived have 
proved to be accurate. A yearling taken from 
this State and allowed to graze 
for two or three years on the 
high Western pastures is ao infinitely better 
animal than if be had been left at home. Ido 
not refer to racers, for they require most 
careful attention and close watching. and no 
experiment bas been made in this line as yet, 
but to ordinary first-rate saddle, driving and 
farm stock.

tically unknown. All the grass grows on 
limestone and is a splendid bonemaker, if 
horses are put on It when their development 
is well begun. Immature colts do notdoso 
well, as the storms and the distance they 
have to travel for food seems to stuat them. 
The grass is thinly scattered and the country is 
rolling. Ine result is that a horse has to 
cover a large extent of country in feeding,and 
to do agreatdealof up and down hill work. 
This demands a much greater amount of exer- 
cise than is called for en the heavily grassed, 
level pastures of the East. The ranges are 
from 4,000 to 8,000 feet above the 
sea level, and the air is consequently highly 
rarefied. As a result there isa constant de- 
mand on the lungs, which soon become large 
and strong. Horses that feed on rich grass 
thinly scattered over rolling country 6,000 feet 
above the sea take a great deal of exer- 
cise, and soon become large, r 
strong boned, hardy animals, that are equal 
to almostanything. A 38-year-old so raised 
placed beside one of the pasture and stali-fed 
animals of the East appears to be a year 
older. His lungs in particular are much 
stronger, and his speed greater, especially at 
long Gistances. The dry climate has two ad- 
vantages. 

In the first place, colds are uncommon and 
a 4-year-old is certain to bave a sound breath- 
ing apparatus. In the second place, the soil 
is hard and firm, without losing its springi- 
ness, and bad feet are almost unknown. 


POINTS OF DIFFERENCE. 

Horses bred in the higher plains have 
hoofs like flint and their lang capacity 
is immense, that is, if they are 
well bred to start with. The demand for fine 
horses that can stand hard pavements and 
thatare racers is constantly growing. This 
demand has never been met, and in the opin- 
ion of those who have studied the subject 
Western horses matured in the West will 
come closer to answering all requirements 
than anz others. There is ony one point 
yet to be decided—how the estern-bred 
horse will stand removal to a mois climate 
and a lower attitude. Experiment alone can 
decide this. It it proves successful there is 
little doubt that a great change will take 
— im the breeding interest of Missouri.
